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1. Sine 8 July the Comuunists in Paoan (113-56, 22..32) have conducted a renera’l 
census and made raids on local residents. On finding anyone who has taken 
temporary lodging with a local resident, he is placed under arrest in the 
Local regimontal headquarters, kept incommunicado, and not allowed beil. 
They have made it known that from nav on residents whe give only temporary 
accommecc ton to friends and relatives are not reprehensible. They ere 
allowed 10 provide accomodation for only one week, Those who wish to stay 
more than a weele have to give reasons ond cbtain permission from WN Tu-cheng 


Cen y) ; considered the highest authority In Paoan, before they are 
allowed to do so, ALL mombers of the houschold will be held resmonsible for 
thom. 


2. The Central and Sowth China Bureau has asled all northerners in local garrison 
fore-s to control the thoughts of the Local populace and to indoctrinate then 
within three months. ‘The Gorn-‘uwrists are aparently losing confidence in the 
local Communist symmathizers of vre-occwmation standing. Businessmen not of 
Paoan origin or any who do business in Nong Kong and Kowloon and young men of 
tne intellectual class who have not varticipated recently in nolitical work 
for the Commmists are subject to arrest. As a result, many persons who are 
in Heng Kong and dowloon on business dare not return to their homes in Pacan. 
lany oeople have been placed under de Renton during raids on the Yenk'ou

3. On 12 Angust the IMilitary Control Comission (MCC) of the area around Shay. 
yung (1123, 22-37), Shench’uan (14-08. 22.32) and Paoan (1413-52, 22-9L) 
called @ meeting to deal with the question of the maintenance of peace, since 
many treovs had departed for the North. The meetine was held at the Shench van 
tddle School and attended by wagisurates, heads of the various oublic safcuy 
suo-burcaus. company comumnders of the government guards companies, heads of 
the anti-smugcling squads, ete. ne meeting lasted from 11 a me to 6:25 7.2. 
and was presided over by CU'T Feng (2° J4-. oe Ee }, Chairman of the WCC. The 
follaring resolutions were made: }

“So far the control has not 
cone into effect in Paoan. Maics and fomales bowrroon 16 end hO are required 
to have two shop guarantees. Those who arc ecithor above or belar the ages 
mentioned require only one show ruarantée. bxit nermits are iscued pratis. 


S. On 9 Ancust investivati on enc intorrogation sortries stationed at Tenchintu 
(x En 7%) and Lohu (22 3H] ) began aslcing all passenrers for exit rermits. 


6. In Shattouchiao (398 # ), oersons who left for British territory without 
ecquirins permits from their individual imvediete authoritics will be subject 
to detention for interrogation after their reburn from the Lritish territory.

The local 
tradine corpany will aet as ~urchasing arent. 


On 9 Aupust a notice was issued by the Nant!ou Tax Collection Sub-Station 

to the effcot that a hobel vax was to begin on that day, This tax is cal- 
culated at the rate of 205 on the income from room rentals, “Overy afternoon 
at 1700 hours, all hotel proprietors are required to submit their guest regis. 
tration bvok for inspection to the public safety sub-burean and then to the 
Tax Collection Station for assessmont of taxation. 


Dy an orcor of the Ghayuyunc, Cheneh tuan, Paoan MCC on 20 Jyly, battalion 
commanders and suborcCinate officers stationed in Paoan are instructed thot 
during the period of "thought remodeling", they should station »latoons in 
various villaces to nelp the masses in abtaining reorientation.
